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III. REMARKS 

Claims 1 and 2 are canceled. New claims 3 and 4 are added. Original Figs. 1 and 2 have 
been amended as provided in the attached Replacement Sheets. The Applicant submits that no 
new matter has been added. 

Due to a typographical error, the number 4 position of the topmost aromatic ring in original 
Figures 1 and 2 and in original Claims 1 and 2 erroneously show a carbon atom rather than a 
nitrogen atom and the number 1 position in the bottommost aromatic ring in original Figures 1 
and 2 and in original Claims 1 and 2 also erroneously show a carbon atom rather than a nitrogen 
atom; As a result of these errors, the ligand structures shown in original Figures 1 and 2 and in 
original Claims 1 and 2 show a structure based on isophthalic acid whereas the specification 
clearly states the structures of Figure 1 and 2 are based on 2,6 -pyridinedicarboxylic acid (pages 
6 /lines 21-26), the disclosure teaches the use and synthesis of 2,6-pyridinedicarboxylic acid 
ligand structures and numerous examples of 2,6 -pyridinedicarboxylic acid ligand structures are 
provided throughout the specification (pages 7, 9, 10) and in Figures 3A-3D and 4B-4C. The 
Applicant has amended Figures 1 and 2 to correct these obvious errors and has canceled claims 1 
and 2. 

Drawings 

The Examiner has objected to the drawings and has requested corrected drawing sheets 
because the specification states that Figures 1 and 2 show chemical structures of the present 
invention comprising 2,6-pyridinedicarboxylic acid but the ligands shown in these figures are 
based on isophthalic acid. The Applicant appreciates the Examiner's comments and has 
provided replacement sheets with amended Figures 1 and 2 which correct this obvious error. 

Claim Objections 

The Applicant appreciates the Examiner's comments regarding the informalities in claims 1 
and 2 and have canceled these claims and replaced them with claims 3 and 4. 
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The Examiner has rejected claims 1 and 2 under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement by claiming subject matter which was not described in 
the specification. Claims 1 and 2 have been canceled and new claims 3 and 4 have been 
presented. The Applicant submits that new claims 3 and 4 claim 2,6 -pyridinedicarboxylic acid 
ligand structures which is subject matter that is described in the specification. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1 and 2 under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which the 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 1 and 2 have been canceled and new claims 3 and 4 
have been presented. The Applicant submits that new claims 3 and 4 particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which the applicant regards as the invention which pertains to 
2,6 -pyridinedicarboxylic acid ligand structures that coordinate with metal cations. 

The Applicant respectfully submits that claims 3 and 4 are in condition for allowance. 
Should there be any remaining issues which the Examiner identifies in this case, the Applicant's 
representative respectfully requests a telephone interview with the Examiner so as to resolve any 
such issues.
